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POER wins lawsuit against

In an ongoing saga, Police Officers 
for Equal Rights (POER), a coalition of 
African-American officers, has been 
trying to secure records regarding hiring 
procedures of the Columbus Police 
Department for several months, The 
hiring procedures of the department -- 
which investigations have found to be 
discriminatory in many cases -- have 
been under fire since last fall and came 
to a head early this year when former 
Safety Director Leonard Keller was 
abruptly fired 

The latest POER saga began on 
Feb. 10, when POER President James 
Moss fired off a letter to Mayor Greg 
Lashutka asking him to force Police

POER: made several unsuccessful 
requests for the records from both Chief 
Jackson's office and the mayor's office 
Representatives from both offices con- 
tend that releasing public records is not 
the responsibility of the mayor or the 
chief of police. Carrie Bartunek, a 
spokeswoman from Chief Jackson's of- 
fice, said the police department's legal 
bureau is handling the matter. 

POER ended up taking its case to 
court. It filed for release of the records 
in Ohio Supreme Court on Marth 30. On 


April 20, POER won its case. The court 
ruled that the police department's legal 
bureau must release the records and 
pay POER's court costs. 

"We're going to meet with City Attor- 
ney-Ron OBrien probably in the next 
week or so" to obtain the records, said 
Moss, reached on May 9. 

Even though POER is legally entitled 
to the records, the organization isn't 
going to receive everything they asked 
for, Some of the records they requested 
have been destroyed. Chief Jackson 
insists his office had nothing to do with 
the destroying of the records and issued

Twenty years after the late city

raising the standard for white and 
Black Democrats alike 

It is a situation filled with irony. 
For Moss’ anger at the manner that 
regular Democrats had treated 
Rosemond propelled him into a 
third-party race against Fran Ryan 
and conservative Republican in- 
cumbent congressman Samuel 
Devine. And Moss siphoned off 
enough votes to deny victory to 
Ryan, earning forever the anger of 
some Democratic regulars 

But after 20 years, he has come 
full circle, in the center of a party 
whose relations with Blacks he had 
once distrusted. “I think that’s des- 
tiny," Moss said of his candidacy 

To him, the circumstances 
demonstrate "there's nothing more 
powerful than an idea whose time 
has come.. In the marketplace of 
ideas, timing is tied up in destiny, 
and you can neither rush it on nor 
hold it back. Wher it's time, it's 
time." 

To Moss, his candidacy is more 
than a political. agenda; it’s a 
crusade. “| represent an idea. An 
idea of Americanism as it’s sup- 
posed to be, freedom and justice, 
the right to choose,and good 
education for all children in a sys- 
tem that is both just, fair and com- 
passionate.

‘But we must not be conned into 
the notion that money plays a more 
important role than people. Money 
doesn't go into the voting booth 
people do. And votes are going to 
win this race," 

Moss said that the key to victory 
was raising just enough money to 
make a creditable media cam- 
paign, “We need enough money to 
get our message out,” Moss said 
If we can raise enough money, and 
if the people can chip in, then we'll 
win this race.

The controversy arose after a 
series of articles in the Columbus 
Dispatch, which said that Wright 
had voted to approve a grant for a 
non-profit corporation, 
Metropolitan Residential Services, 
which three weeks later purchased 
@ property from a corporation she 
co-owned 

Wright was also faulted for fail- 
ing to include the corporation, 
Jesry, in her ethics report 

Wright staunchly defended her- 
se against any allegation of 
wrongdoing 

The grant to Metropolitan 
Residential Services, Wright said, 
was one of more than 40 approved 
at the request of the Lashutka ad- 
ministration Metropolitan 


Residential Services, which 
provides housing services to AIDS 
patients, is one of a number of non- 
profit corporations receiving fund- 
ing support through the city's 
Community Development Block 
Grant program. 

Metropolitan Residential Ser- 
vices has received funding from 
this source for several years, and 
this was simply the renewal of the 
grant, Wright said. 

The administration sent over the 
request for approval of 
Metropolitan Residential Services 
at the same time it requested funds 
for the other groups, Wright said. 

They were "part of that original 
list that the administration comes 
up with" to determine who will be 
funded, “and they sent it over to 
us," Wright said. 

The property in question, at 
2085 W. Broad St., was purchased 
in 1985 by Jesry Corp., a company 
owned by Wright and former coun- 
cil president Jerry Hammond. The 
property has been on the market 
for several years. Finally, Wright 
said, her realtor, Alan Cea, said 
they had a buyer, but Wright said 
she was not involved in the process 
of identifying a buyer. 

"Alan Cea said, ‘I think we have 
a deal," Wright said, "And we said, 
‘great’." 


"The name of the organization 
was not important," Wright cort- 
tinued. "It was like, ‘we have a 
buyer." Wright said she “didn't pay 
any attention" to the circumstances 
surfounding the buyer. “It wasn't 
something | dealt with on a day-to- 
day, it wasn't something’ | though 
about. Real estate transactions 
are not a part of my thought 
process on a regular basis, until | 
get a call from a realtor." 

Wright did not know that she had 
omitted Jesry Corp. from her ethics 
report, 

“| thought it was on there. Be- 
cause it definitely wasn't closed 
out,” Wright said. “It's been on 
every year. If it was left offit was 
an oversight. It's. been on every 
(ethics report) that | ever had." 

Wright argued that the charge 
was “not at all" a big deal, "It's not 
that I'm saying that ethical issues 
aren't paramount, but if you look at 
the big picture, it wasn't a Windfall, 
| had not talked to them, asking 
them to please buy this, and it has 
nothing to do with my serving on 
council. "| personally think it's a 
disservice to the citizens of this 
community to focus on this to draw 
attention away from what the real 
issues are in this community.” 

"| know | don't have anything to 
hide," Wright said. "I'm trying to be 
as honest as | possibly can."

es Wright has been a sincere and committed 

leader in the Columbus community for more 

years than many folks care to remember 
Before Wright was ever appointed to Columbus City 
Council in 1990, and elected in 1991, she was an 
adv te for community programs, and a tireless 
worker on behalf of the interests of the poor and 
disaffected in Columbus 
Wright has not been a figure of controversy in 
Columbus, Her work on behalf of the poor has been widely 
applauded -- even by many Republicans. 

But now, she faces_a challenge to her work on council 
at the most inopportune time: as she is gearing up for 
re-election. A series of stories in the Columbus Dispatch 
d alled into question.her vote for city funding an behalf 
of a non-profit Corporation which later bought a building 
2 CO-OWNS 
It is not enough that the vote on behalf of Metropolitan 
Residential Services was nol a matter of controversy; or 
that \t was pan of an Lashutka administration request for 
funding for this organization which has been received for 
several years and renewed annually; or that it was one of, 
in Wright's words, "40 or 45" non-profits funded at the 
same time 

No. the approval of the March 27 ordinance has now 
become a political albatross hung around the neck of a 
dedicated and effective public official 

Because, about three weeks tater, Metropolitan 
Residential Services purchased an apartment building at 
2085 W. Broad St. which was owned by a corporation 
owned by Wright and former city council president Jerry 
Hammond 

There is no evidence that there has been any “quid-pro- 
quo” regarding the property. There has been no evidence

brought forward that Wright in any way directed funds to 
Metropolitan Residantial Services ethically or illegally 
or that the sale of the W. Broad St. property was in any 
way contingent Upon the approval of the grant. or that the 
grant was in any other way extraordinary. But it has landed 
Wright in hot water 

The issue, in our minds, is not whether the Wright vote 
may not have been wise or appropriate, tt would have 
been better if Wright had recused herself from this vote 
Wright explains that she had not been involved in the 
operation of the apartment building in question; that she 
did not formulate, the list of agencies to be supported by 
city funds and tal she was uninvolved in the Negotiations 
Surrounding the sale of the building 

We believe her: there has been no evidence produced 
that indicates that her version of events is not true. No 
the issue in our minds is whether this public official has 
attempted to enrich herself through her ability to affect 
council legislation, And we are completely confident that 
such has not been the case with regard to Les Wright: she 
has been a model of integrity and dedication in her entire 
public life. 

We do not belittle the need to improve the ethics climate 
in government. We believe that all public officials -- Black 
and white -- ought to be held to a high standard of deport- 
ment and integrity

tion of the work and mission of a public official before he 
or she is tarred with allegations by innuendo.

‘|'m really disappointed that the convention hall is not 
filled,” Smith said. But, sadly, that reflects a lack of corn- 
mitment to the struggle on the part of many Black busi 
nesses 

The enemies of Black businesses -- indeed, the 
enemies of affirmative action, civil rights and other 
programs which benefit Blacks -- are actively building and 
cultivating organizations designed to attack the things 
Blacks are fighting for 

At thé same time, there is not the same vigorous effort 
on behalf of our own agenda that is being demonstrated 
by our opponents 

Blacks, as Smith rightly noted, earn $350 billion per 
year in America —- an amount which, if separated out 
would make us one of the richest nations in the world 

Bul few of those resources are recycled back intn Black 
businesses. And even fewer still are invested in organiza- 
tians designed to fight for our own interests, such as the 
NAAGP and the Urban League 

And not even pennies of that $350 billion is being spent 


‘to Suppor organizations and battles to protect the busi- 


ness interests of Blacks 

It is therefore not surprising that our opponents recog- 
nize that they can fight against our interests with seeming 
impunity: we are often fighting for our interests with only 
the most casual commitment 

From the top of the economic pyramid, Smith has a 
simple message: nobody else will buy your freedom for 
you Whatever anyone can buy for you, they can take 
from you. You have to purchase it yourself

Arion Nash doesn't wake up to , 
the ringing of an alarm clock, he 
wakes up when his bed starts 
vibrating. He can never call anyone 
directly. Instead he must call a third 
party in order to have them trans- 
late. These are just.a few of the 
obstacles Nash must rise above 
since he is deaf. Yet, not only has 
Nash risen above such challenges 
he teaches others to also. 

At 6'7" Nash towers everyone 
else but he's heads above the rest 
when it comes to generosity. Arion 
Nash is an employee who works for 
Defense Construction Supply Cen- 
ter as an accounting technician 
Nash has been with DCSC since 
1992 

A graduate of Bowling Green 
State University, Nash devotes his 
life to trying to develop an under- 
standing between the deaf world 
and the hearing world. Nash himself 
is deaf 

Nash has often been frustrated 
with the inability of many people in 
the hearing world to communicate 
with the deaf world. Not many 
people know sign language, which

makes it difficult for people who are 
deaf to communicate, 

For the first two years of his 
education at Bowling Green, Wash 
was unable to have an interpreter 
for his classes. Since Bowling 
Green is a small town, not many 
people know sign language. Nash's 
tutors primarily’ came from Toledo 
which is approximately half-an-hour 
away. 

Nash's primary goal is to help the 
hearing and deaf communicate. He

ing people to use sign language. “! 
want deaf. people to understand 
hearing and vice versa," Nash said 

All of ‘his fife he has been in- 
volved in the hearing world. People 
treated him fine but he often felt left 
out. Nash said he would miss things 
other people were saying while he 
was li$tening to one person, “It hurts 
to miss part of a conversation,” 
Nash said 

Much of Nash's educational ef- 
forts are aimed at deaf children. He 
believes children are easier to 
teach than adults. When they are 
young, they have much of their life 
ahead of them and he can teach 
them that even though they are 
deaf, there are still many options 
available for them 

Children can also see what he 
has accomplished in his life, despite 
being deaf. "| can be a role model 
for children." 

He also spends a lot of time com- 
municating with hearing people 
Nash teaches people how to com- 
municate with him by using sign 
language, and working patiently 
with them 

Nash said many times people 
approach the people he has estab- 
lished relationships with_and ask

Nash is special for more than 
just working with the deaf and hear- 
ing worlds. He is always there for 
others, She said often Nash will 
give her inspirational cards and he 
likes to make people laugh. "He 
does whatever he can to make 
people feel better." 

Titschinger said when Nash first 
started no one tried to talk to him, 
So she introduced herself and told 
him if he had any questions he 
could ask her. "Every day he taught 
me new words and our communica- 
tion got better," she said. Nash 
eventually taught her sign lan- 
guage. 

She confirmed Nash doesn't like 
people to go through his friends to 
communicate with him. "He [Nash] 
finds. it insulting to go through 
someone, Arion opened up people 
about deaf and other individuals 
with handicaps He's just like us. | 
thank Arlon for that," she said. 

In addition to bridging the gap 
between the hearing and deaf 
worlds, Nash works to encourage 
Black deaf people to be leaders in 
the world. "There are not a lot of 
deaf Black people involved in 
leadership roles," Nash said. "I 
want to use my experience to help 
other Black death people lead." 

This concern has led to his invol- 
vement in organizations like Black 
Deaf Advocates of Columbus. Nash 
is the co-founder and president of 
the organization 

He is also the co-founder, presi- 
dent and treasurer of Springfield 
Association of the Deaf; a member 
of the Deaf Athletic Federation of 
United States,; represented the 
United States in the 1989 World 
Games for the Deaf in New Zealand 
and the 1991 Friendship Games; is 
head coach in both track/field and 
basketball for Ohio School for the _ 
Deaf; a volunteer for Deaf Big 
Brothers/Sisters for St. Vincent's 
Children Service center; and is vice 
President and secretary for Ohio 
Association of the Deaf Columbus 
District. 

Nash participates as a player 
and coach for Deaf club sports in 
basketball, softball, volleyball and 
flag football; is a member of the 
American Athletic Association, of 
the Deaf; and co-facilitator of deaf 
youths in preventing alcohol and 
drug abuse for Ohio Drugs and Al- 
cohol Addiction Service. 

Nash believes deaf people can 
be involved in any aspect of life. He 
said the only thing they lack is their 
hearing. “We can walk, We can talk 
We can do a lot of things," Nash 
said. "We just can't hear." 

Carol Taylor is one of Nash's 
supervisors at DCSC, She said 
“Arion is a great inspiration to 
everyone, the way he overcomes 
his challenges. Arion could easily 
allow people to go on [not learning 
to communicate], but he makes the 
effort to work with you." 

Too often in our society we pick 
role models or heroes whose lives 
we have no chance of modeling. To 
me a hero is a person who finds a 
way to make the world a better 
place to live in. The people who do 
this are the people we as a society 
need to look up to, not necessarily 
superstar athletes and enter- 
tainers. 

Arion Nash makes the world a 
better place to live by his endeavors 
to help hearing people and deaf 
people learn to communicate. His 
leadership style should be emu-~ 
lated by everyone. If all people 
worked to strengthen communica- © 
tions in every relationship, perhaps 
racism could be eliminated along 
with bigotry, ignorance and hatred.

WHAT’S THE BUZZ? 


‘Gifted’ filmmaker 
fulfills her dream 


Filmmaker Audrey King Lewis prides 
herself on being a "quiet rebel." Her 
tenacity, grit and determination is the 
force behind the highly acclaimed, award- 
winning film “The Gifted," which was just

Lewis was born and raised ir Virginia 
and lived in Columbus for several years. 
During her stay in Columbus, Lewis 
modeled (she was one of the first Black 
models hired by Sears), staged fashion 
shows and eventually formed her own 
modeling schoo! to prepare Black models 
for the industry. 

Lewis moved to Los Angeles in the 
early ‘80s to pursue an acting career. 
While winning bit parts and character 
roles on screen, she helped produce 


plays, television shows and movies off 
screen 

Pursuing an acting career in Hol- 
lywood is an uphill battle for a woman of 


color, as Lewis found out. "! realized | 
didn't like, the politics of the industry," she 
sald during a recent phone interview from 
her home in Culver City, Calif. "The cast- 
ing couch does exist. | liked performing 
but | didn't like how you had to get the 
work," 

Lewis never resorted to using the cast- 
ing couch to get work and eventually got 
fed up with the seamy nature-of the film 
industry. She decidedito buck the system 
and make her own film. 

With her acting experience, Lewis was 
no stranger to Hollywood. She also spent 
over 15 years behind the scenes, working 
as a production coordinator at Paramount 
Pictures and as an executive secretary for 
the president of CBS Television. Lewis, 
using her years of experience, available 
resources and abundance of per- 
severance, embarked on a long journey 
that resulted in “The Gifted." 

The film, a sci-fi thriller, tells the story 
of a rural African-American family in the 
South who are descended from the 
Dogon people of West Africa. Like their 
ancestors, the family has mystical, 
metaphysical powers. In “The Gifted," 
which stars Julie Hampton, Dick An- 
thony Williams and Bianca Ferguson, 
the family discovers that their ancestors 
inherited their supernatural powers 5,000 
years ago during a battle for the earth with 
an evil force from a star called Sirius. The 
adversary resurfaces to engage the fami- 
ly in a new, explosive battle. 

It took Lewis two years to write and 
research the screenplay for “The Gifted." 
Upon completion of the screenplay in 
1984, she shopped it to several studios 
and potential investors. Columbia Pic- 
tures expressed interest in the film, but 
Lewis wasn't pleased with their plan to 
rewrite her script and produce it through 
Richard Pryor's Indigo Productions and 
the deal fell through. 

Refusing to give up on her dream, 
Lewis followed the examples of 
filmmakers like Spike Lee and Robert 
Townsend, who both used their own 
money to bankroll their first films. Lewis 
scraped together $50,000 by selling off 
some property, took another $50,000 
from an insurance for a car accident, 
saved most of her income for three years 
and used credit cards to produce the film 


herself. Lewis started pre-production | 


work in February 1988, began filming in 
September 1988 and crossed the finish 
line in December, filming on weekends 
while holding down a day job. It took her 
a couple more years to finish post-produc- 
tion, editing and special effects. 

Lewis’ efforts were not in vain. "The 
Gifted" won first place in the 1993 Inter- 
national Black Independent Film, Video 
and Screenplay Competition and ni- 
tion at San Francisco's Bi-Annual Film 
and Video Celebration. For her ac- 
complishments, Lewis was awarded cita- 
tions from Los Angeles city and county 
officials and was named an honorary 
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Composer and flutist Leslie Burrs con- 
ducts a workshop entitled "Interpreting 
Your Personal History Through Music," 
demonstrating how to use music in the 
interpretation of family histories on Satur- 
day, May 20 from 2 to 4 p.m, at the 
Columbus Museum of Art, 480 E. Broad 
St. Admission is free 


Burrs, a multi-talented artists from 
Philadelphia, Penn., has b>en commis- 
sioned by Opera/Columbus to compose 
an opera based on the book, “Many 
Thousand Gone" by Ohio native Virginia 
Hamilton. The book relates the stories of 
escaped slaves. Burrs began his as- 
sociation with the museum last October 
when he and his ensemble, Chakaba, 
performed his composition “Walking with 
the Spirits’ as part of an ongoing col- 
laborative program between the

Columbus experienced a fare’ treat 
when composer and flutist Leslie Burrs 
recently teamed up with jazz trumpeter 
Lee Savory and the Dave Thomas .Quar- 
tet at the Marble Gang. Burrs was in town 
for Opera/Columbus who has commis- 
sioned him to write a new opera based 
on "Many Thousand Gone," a children’s 
book depicting slave emancipation ex- 
periences by African-American author 
Virginia Hamilton of Yellow Springs, 
Ohio. A native Philadelphian, Burrs may 
be known to some as the incredible flute 
player on the classic jazz album by 
Grover Washington Jr., “Live at the 
Bijou." 

While he does play a mean jazz flute, 
Burrs is also well-established as a sym- 
phonic composer, having played with 
symphonies across the country including 
New Jersey, Atlanta and Richmond. 
Burrs will be a guest soloist on a concert 
featuring his compositions with the Mil- 
waukee Symphony this fall.

This notice is given pursuant to an Order of the United 
States District Court for the Southern District of Mississippi. 
Jackson Division (the “Court”). dated April 28, 1995, condi 
tionally certifying # class action for settlement purpeses on 
behalf of the Settling Class Members as defined above 

On Augost 3, 1995, the Court will hold a Fairmess Hear: 
ing at the Federal Courthouse located at 245 East Capitol 
Street, Jackson, Mississippi, (the "Fairness Hearing") so the 
Court can determine whether the Proposed Settlement is fair 
reasonable and adequate, and whether the Court should enter 
final judgment approving the Settlement Agreement and dis 
miss with preyudice the action against Woodmen, The Fair- 
ness Hearing will also provide the Court the opportunity to 
consider Class Counsel's application for an award of attor 
neys’ fees and reimbursement of expenses in connection with 
the prosecution of this action, and individual awards to Claas 
Representatives. This hearing may be continued without fur 
ther notice 

DESCRIPTION OF THE CLASS ACTION 
A. DEFINITION OF THE CLASS 

For purposes of settlement only, the Court has condi 
tionally cenified a class action against Woodmen of the World/ 
Omaha Woodnien Life Insurance Society ("Woodmen") on 
behalf of the class defined as “all African-American/black 
persons who were issued insurance ty Woodmen, paid 
Woodmen insurance premmms, and/or paid Woodmen lodge 
dues on uf before April 30; 1995, and who claim to or alleg 
edly have been injured or have suffered damage as a result of 
Woodmen's allegedly discriminatory practices of policses” 


8, THE NATURE OF THE ACTION 

In August 1993, a class action was filed in the United 
States District Court for the Southern District of Mississipph 
against Woodmen, The-¢lass action plaintiffs ("Class Repre 
sentatives”), Lorene Nealy and Pamela Mathews, are certifi 
cate holders of Woodmen. The Complaint, as amended. 
alleges that Woodnen engaged in wrongful conduct in refas 
ing 10 afford the Class Representatives and members of the 
class the full benefits of the terms and conditions of their con 
Iracty as certificate holders of Woodinen on the basis of race 
and that Woodmen intentionally-refased fo afford the Chaxs 
Representatives and members of the class the same right to 
use real property, 1¢.. 10 Use the local Woodmen lodges, as 
were afforded to white certificate holders of Woodmen, The 
Complaint alyo alleges that Woodmen committed fraud and 
fraudulently concealed its wrongful conduct from its Afri 
can-Amencan/black certificate holders 

Woodmen denies all allegations of the Complaint, as 
amended, and has asserted affirmative legal defenses. The 
fact that the Court has certified a class action for settlement 
purposes does not mean that the Class Representatives would 
have been successful‘had the case gone to trial. The Court 
has made no such determination. and the proposed Settlement 
is not in be constrved as an expression of any opinion by the 
Court as to the merits of any of the claims asserted against 
Woodmen 


(€, RELATED ACTIONS AND SIMILAR CLAIMS 
Several other actions were previously pending against 


Woodmen in cate courts in Missisappi and Alabama (“State 
Court Actions"), which actions arose oat of the similar fac 
tual allegations a did this class action, but asserted clams 


for save law fraud as opposed fo racial discrimination. These 
Susie Court actions were filed on behalf of certain individual 
plaintiffs who were represented by the same attorneys who 
are also Class Counsel mn this case, Settlements in the State 
Court Actions, as well as settlements of similar claims by 
certain other individuals represented by Class Counsel who 
had not yet filed suit, were negotiated by Class Counsel and 
Woodmen at the same time as the class settlement. In com. 
junction with the negotiation of the settlement of the class 
action and the State Court Actions, Woodmen and a partner 
of one of the law fiems that is Class Counsel also negotiated 
separate settlements of several other actions against Woodmen 
m which the plaintiffs alleged unlawful treatment by 
Woodmen, but not on the basis of race, Upon request, the 
Court may permit disclosure of additional information regard- 
ing these settlements. 


D. SETTLEMENT NEGOTIATIONS AND THE 

POSITIONS OF THE PARTIES 

All of the extensive Settlement negotiations were con 
ducted by Class Counsel and Woodmen at arm's length and 
in good faith The Class Representatives contend that all 
clarms made by them in the Action have merit, Nevertheless, 
the Class Representatives and Class Counsel recognize and 
huve taken into account the uncertainty and the rink of the 
outcome of any litigation, especially complex litigation such 
as this; the difficulties and masks inherent in the trtal of such 
an action) and the economic benelita 0 Class Members made 
available through prompt implementation of the Settlement 
Agreement as explained below. Subject to the approval of 
the Court pursuant to Rule 23 of the Federal Rules of Civil 
Procedart, the Class Representatives and Class Counsel be- 
lieve that the terms of the settlement will provide substantial 
henefits to the Class Members, and the Class Represcatalives 
and Class Counsel deem the settlement to be fair, reasonable, 
adequate, and in the best interests of the Class Members 

Woodmen, while continuing to deny all allegations of 
wrongdoing or liability whatsoever, but beariig in mind the 
hairden, inconvenience, risk and expense of litigation, desires 
to settle and terminate wll claims against it, withowt in any 
way acknowledging any fault or liability Woodmen further 
desires «© pat to rest forever all claims which have or coukd 
have been asserted against it by the Class Representatives, or 
any member of the Class who has not timely excluded herself 
on himself from the Class 

Woodnen asserts that it has had a policy of nondincrimi- 


nation on the basis of rece or any other protected status for 
many years. In 1992 Woodmen supplemented that policy with 
a proactive plan to become a more diverse organization. Ao 
Equal Access Plan was adopted to focus increased attention 
on minority members and recrviting activity, particularly 
within the African-American community. Woodmen axverts 
that this diversity initiative is achieving positive results and 
has the Full support af Woodmen's Bowrd of Direcwirs and its 
Executive Officers 

While Woodmen denies any wrongdomg or liability with 
respect Lo the allegations made by the Class Representatives 
und the individuals in the Related Actions, it takes these alle- 
gations seriously and would like to correct any problems which 
may exist Entering into this Stipulation will enable those 
who feel that they have been subjected to discreminatory treat- 
ment to come forward, provide information about such al 
leged conduct, and receive fair compensation 

AL the same time, Woodmen asserts that it remains com 
mitted to its diversity initiative among its members, consts 
tent with its Equal Access Policyrwhich is to seek: qualified 
members on a nundiscriminatory basis and to provide all 
members with equal access io and allow their participation in 
Woodmen's lodge system, lodge-events, fraternal benefits and 
all other fraternal activities on a nondiscriminatory basis. 

THE PROPOSED SETTLEMENT 

The detailed terms of the Propased Settlement are set 
forth in detail ipa Stipulauon of Seulement dated April 24, 
1995 (the “Supulation”), which has been filed with the Court 
The terms are summarized in this Notice, If the Proposed 
Settlement is finally approved by the Court, these will be your 
benefits if you do nut request exclusion from the Settlement 
Clays, As this is only a summary, you are encouraged to call 
1-800-927-2987 if you have aay further questions, 


A. CASH PAYMENT 

The Proposed Settlement, if approved fy the Court, will 
result in a cash payment for the benefit of the Class of a total 
of $18,000,000 (the “Cash Settlement Fund”), upon final ap- 
proval of the Settlement. The “Net Cash Settlement Fund” 
available for distribution shall be the Cash Settlement Fund 
of $18,000,000, reduced by any award by the Court of Class 
Counsel's attorneys” fees, reimbursement of all expenses in- 
curred in prosecuah of the clags action. and the fees, costs 
and expenses of calculation, administration and distribution 
of the cash and non-cash benefits of the Settlement, Addi 
tionally, Class Counsel will request that the Class Represen- 
tatives be awarded up to $50,000 cach in connection with 
their having served as Class Representatives. which awards 
will be paid from the Cash Settlement Fund. The following 
amounts will also be paid from the Cash Settlernem Fund 
(1) Bach Settling Class Member shall be reimbursed from 
the Cash Settlement Fund monthly dues ata nite of $1.00 
per month from the date of certificate issuance until 
April 30, 1995, for each month that dues were paid 10 
Woodmen for membership in Woodmen’s lodge and fra 
ternal system and for the benefits associated with that 
membership; 
Each Settling Class Member whose certificate was ts- 
sned by Woodmen on or after June |, 1992, and who was 
not placed in a Holding Lodge, (i.¢,, 4 “52007 series lodge 
or any lodge to which a Settling Class Member was 
wrongfully wssigned on the basis of race), shall receive 
$300.00 from the Cash Settlement Fund: 
After these distributions, the Net Cash Settlement Fund will 
be allocated to Setting Class Members in the following ma 
ner. 
(3) Each Settling Class Member whose certificate was i4- 
sued by Woodmen prior to June 1, 1992, and who was 
placed in a Holding Lodge, as defined above, shall re- 
ceive 8 per capita share of 50% of the Net Cash Settle- 
ment Fund; 
Each Settling Class Member whose certificate was is- 
sued by Woodmen prior to June 1, 1992, and who was 
not placed in a Holding Lodge, as defined obuve, shal} 
reqpive a per capita share of 37'/% of the Net Cash Settle: 
meiyt Fund; and 
Each, Settling Class Member whose certificate was is- 
sued by Woodmen on or after June |, 1992, and who was 
placed in a Hokling Lodge, as defined above, shall re- 
ceive a per capita share of 12'/)% of the Net Cush Settle- 
ment Fund. 
ff any Settling Class Member falls into more than one of 
categories (2), (3), (4) and (5) above, he or she will be com- 
sidered to belong only to that category that will result in (he 
highest cash award to that Settling Class Member 


B, PAID-UP INSURANCE 

The Proprsed Settlement also provides that Woodmen 
will pay $1,600,000 to fund the purchase of paid-up whole 
life insurance ("Paid-Up Insurance Fund"), This insurance 
will be issued only to Settling Class Members falling within 
categories (3), (4), and (5) above, and shall be distributed to 
cach category based on the percentages set forth above for 
cach category. Within each category, the insurance will be 
distributed equally among the Settling Class Members. All 
furure dlaputes relating to or involving the Paid-Up Insur- 
ance Will be determined ty bieding arbitration under the Fed- 
eral Arbitration Act, 9US.C. §), et seq 
C. OTHER BENEFITS TO THE CLASS 

In addition, Woodmen will establish a fund for the en- 
hancement and improvement of its Equal Access Plan io the 
amount of $1,000,000 over @ five-year period ($200,000 per 
year), This fund ix intended for ase in hiring staff, develop 
ing systems, conducting surveys, training Woodmen astoci- 
ates and Inctge offers tn order to enhance the implermeniaiion 
of Woodmen’s Equal Access Policy throughout its Widge and 
fraternal syste. Determination of bow these fapds will best 
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he used lo further their intonded purpose, subject to the Court's 
supervision, Will be made ty Woodmen with the advice of 
Class Counsel pursuané to an Agreement to be entered into 
by Woodmen and Class Counsel which will make use of the 
inforniation and investigation they have expended in bring- 
ing the Class Actign and the Stake Court Actions, 

Woodmen has also agreed to contribute $2,500,000 over 
a five-year period (in an amount of $500,000 per year) to 
enhance and improve its youth programs, This contribation 
is intended to improve the opportunities for and the parties 
pation in Woodmen’s youth programs by African-American 
youths who are Woodmen certificate holders. Determination 
of how these funds will best he used co further their intended 
purpose will be triade in the same manner as the determina 
tion on use of the funds for the enhancement and improve 
ment of Woodmen's Equal Access Plan. 

In addition, the following amounts will also be distrib- 
uted 10 the United Negro College Fund: (1) any amount re- 
maining from the Cash Settlement Fund (after distrybations 
to the Settling Class Members, any awards of attorneys’ fees 
and expenses, any individual awards to Class Representatives, 
and payments of fees, costs, and expenses incurred in calcu- 
hating. administering and distributing Settlement benefits); and 
(2) any interest or other income earned by the Cash Setthe- 
ment Fund after the Funding Date, act of income taxes, if 
any. All contributions and distributions of UNCP wader these 
provisions shall be subject, at UNCF. to the condition that 
these funds shall be made available by UNCF on a first prior: 
ity basis 10 Settling Class Members, on their own behalf and 
on behalf of their children and any other designated relative 
or heir at law, 10 assist such persons 1n attending the college 
of their choice, If no soch persons apply, or if the funds are 
not exhausted by scholarshyp grants io such persons within 
30 years, then UNCF may make the funds available and dis 
tribute them as scholarship grants (o other Afncan-Amencan 
Woodmen certificate holders 


“LAIMS YOU RELEASE IF YOU D0 NOT 
EXCLUDE YOURSELF 
FROM THE SETTLEMENT OF THE CLASS ACTION 


If the Proposed Settlement is approved, and if you do 
Aol request exclusion from the Settlement Class, then in re- 
turn for the setilément benefits oullined above you will be 

giving Woodmen a General Release. This General Release 
will release any and all claima you may have or have had 
against Wondmen. dd against certain additional releases as 
defined in the Stipulation, involving, relating fo, arising out 
of or affecting the application for, underwriting of, purchaye 
of, or the failure to receive or enjoy benefits under or in con 
junction with, insurance issued by Woodmen. This General 
Release will include all kinds of claims that you may have 
against Woodmen relating to Woodmen insurance, including, 
for example, a claim for alleged intentional and deliberate 
theft by any Woodmen employee, agent, independent con- 
tractor, or representative of the premiums paid or cash value 
accrued on a certificate of Woodmen insurance, This Re- 
lease, however, will not affect claims of Settling Class Mem- 
bers, of their legal representatives or hers, for payment of 
benefits ordinarily payable under any certificate of insurance 
issued by Woodmen Lo such Settling Class Member, provided 
all payment obligations have heen met by that Settling Class 
Member 

CLASS REPRESENTATIVES AND CLASS COUNSEL 

The Court has designated the following Members, Lorene 
Nealy and Pamela Mathews, as Class Representatives to rep 
resent al! Settling Class Members, The Court has also desig- 
nated as Claas Counsel Steven A, Martino, Don Barrett 
Michuel G. Crow; and Charles Victor MeTeer 

The Class Representatives and Class Counsel believe that 
the Proposed. Settlement is fair, reasonable and adequate. 
Class Representatives and Class Counsel have entered inte 
ibe Stipulation after weighiny its substuntial benefits against 
the probabilities of success or failure, and the long delays 
that would be likely if the case proceeded to trial 

There has been no agreement between the parties regard 
ing atiomeys’ fees. At the Faimess Hearing, Class Counsel 
will request the Court to award attorneys” fees in an amount 
not exceeding 28% of the (ota) value of the cash and non 
cash benefits afforded to the class by the Stipulation, and for 
reimbursement of the costs and expenses, afl of which would 
be paid from the $18,000,000 Cash Settlement Fund. 

OF THE SETTCEMENT 

Under the Stipulation, Woodmen will have an opporta- 
nity 10 cancel the settlement if it is nol approved without mori 
fication by the Court or any appellate court, Woodmen will 
also have the night to cancel the settlement if it concludes 
that too great a number of Class Members have requested 
exclusion, This is a standard provision to safeguard the set 
tling company from settling one class action and then facing 
the prospect of another

Blackwell announced:that his office 
will invest $50 million in the Main Street 
Investment Initiative, a name given to a 
new partnership between the state 
treasury and the U.S. Small Buiness Ad- 
ministration. The joint effort will assist 
small business owners in obtaining loans 
utilizing the SBA’s LowDoc Program. The 
low documentation” lending program 
(LowDoc) simplifies the SBA lending

process for small business loans with an 
easy, one-page application that can be 
approved quickly 

Our commitment of $50 million will 
enable more small business owners to 
obtain LowDoc loans through the Main 
Street partnership,” said Blackwell. "The 
Main street initiative is an important part 
of the treasury’s commitment to have 
more of our state’s money invested in 
banks that serve Main Street, Ohio rather 
than Wall Street 

The $50 million investment will be in 
the form of certificates of deposit to 
eligible state depositories that are using 
the SBA's LowDoc loan program. The 
program will begin at the start of the 
treasury's fiscal year on July 1, Small 
businesses can apply for loans of up to 
$100,000 through the LowDoc program 

The process begins when lenders 
submit to the treasury an application that 
includes proof of an approved SBA Low- 
Doc loan. The amount in the application 
must match the amount of the LowDoc 
loan request. Applications must be sub- 
mitted by the 15th of the month and are 
considered on a first-come, first-served 
basis. Approvals for the CDs will be made 
on the 20th of the month. The rate of the 
CD will be determined at the time of 
funding and will reflect current market 
rates. Main Street Investment CDs may 
be renewed in two-year increments 
based on availability of funds, for a time 
period not exceeding the life of the Low- 
Doc loan. All transactions will be com- 
pleted by wire transfer 

“Bankers must maintain an adequate 
deposit base in order to fulfill loan re- 
quests," said Blackwell. "This can be 
challenging for small community banks 
The Main Stréet Initiative will help boost 
the deposit base for banks who par 
ticipate in LowDoc." 

Peter W. Barca, SBA's regional ad- 
ministrator, praised the state's action 
“Although our LowDoc program has 
done much to assist small business, this 
segment of the economy remains capital 
starved," said Barca. “This action by the 
state of Ohio will assist considerably in 
bringing relief to the small business sec: 
tor of this great state.” 

Small businesses that want to p@r 
ticipate in the LowDoc program must be 

*entrepreneurs starting a new busi 
ness, owning an existing business or 
purchasing a business; 

*businesses whose average annual 
sales for the preceding three years did 
not exceed $5 million and employ 100 or 
less, including affiliates; 

*businesses that satisfy other 
statutory criteria; 

*using loan proceeds for legitimate 
business purposes including working 
capital; 

*requests can be for up to $100,000. 

"The Main Street Investment Initiative 
is beneficial for all involved," said Black- 
well. First, the state treasury will receive 
a market rate of return on the invested 
CDs - comparable to those state funds 
invested in other securities. Second, by 
obtaining the CDs, local banks have an 
increased amount of loanable dollars. 
Third, small businesses benefit because 
there are greater opportunities for Low- 
Doc loans and the process is quick and 
easy." 

The $50 million that is to be invested 
in the Main Street program will be part of 
the state's requiar account portfolio. The 
SBA's two district directors in Ohio, Frank 
D, Ray of Columbus and Gilbert 
Goldberg of Cleveland both whole-hear- 
tedly endorse the Main Street Investment 
Initiative, stressing the importance of the 
state working with the federal govern- 
ment to ensure that small businesses in 
Ohio have access to the capital needed 
for their future growth

During the period of this inves- © 


tigation, investigators have dis- 
covered, to date, 22 victims, all 
elderly. These unwitting victims 
have lost an excess of $300,000 to 
thieves who preyed on the fragile 
nature of the elderly. Investigators 
have found the-victims to have been 
intimidated, placed into a position of 
fear and unable to ward off hostile 
and aggressive tactics used by the 
offenders 

Detective Dennis R. Jones has 
identified 30 subjects involved in 
perpetrating this fraud against the 
elderly population. Warrants have 
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been filed on the individuals who 
have been referred to as the 
‘Circleville 30:" Currently, most of 
the wanted subjects either live in 
Circleville, Ohio or at one point 
identified Circleville as their place of 
residence 


With the arrest of these in- 
dividuals and others arrested pre- 
viously, police believe they have 
taken a giant step forward in com- 
bating acts of fraud committed 
against the elderly in our com- 
munity.

Is the Afrocentric way more powerful

Recently an article appeared in 
the Los Angeles Times magazine 
about Supreme Court Justice 
Clarence Thomas. Even prior to 
that | came across an old copy of 
Emerge magazine's classic (but in 
poor taste) , photo and article on 
Justice Thomas 

“| am not a fan of Clarence 
Thomas, however, neither article 
addressed a few key points worth 
mentioning. Below are excerpts 
from an article that | wrote when Mr 
Thomas was appointed to the 
Supreme Court 

From some U.S. Africans, it took 
the Judge Clarence Thomas hear- 
ings to see that, several traditional 
civil rights organizations and in

At the same time, those Africans 
with influence, within” the

asked to sign and approve the so- 
called “contract.” The agenda calls 
for cuts in the school lunch pro- 
gram, Aid to Families with Depend- 
ent Children, health care and 
nutrition programs, child care, stu- 
dent loans, and even the once 
sacred cow Social Security. 

A coalition of everyday working 
people in Columbus is mad as hell 
about the Republican agenda and 
they've made it perfectly clear that 
they're not going to take it 
anymore 

“(The agenda) is going to affect 
middie class and working class 
people, It eliminates a lot of 
moneys that people really need," 
said James K. Greene, an 
employee with the Bureau of 
Workers Compensation and a 
member of the AFL-CIO workers 
union 

Greene and other members of 
the Ohio AFL-CIO, District 
1199/Service Employees Interna- 
tional Union, Ohio Citizen. Action, 
NOW, Communication Workers of 
America and the Columbus Urban 
League recently held a rally to 
protest the “Contract With 
America" in front of the head- 
quarters of Republican Rep. John 
Kasich at the comer of Gay and 
High streets downtown, 

Kasich has been one of the main 
architects and co-conspirators of 
the "Contract With America," along 
with overexposed House Speaker 
Newt Gingrich and other 
Republican Congress members 
The rally was called to protest cuts 


Kasich voted for that will dismantle 
or greatly hinder certain workplace 
safety laws and job and employ- 
ment training programs. 

One of the main contentions the 
protest groups have with Kasich is

Administration, which enforces the 
nation’s workplace safety stand- 
ards. Another beef the protestors’ 
have with Kasich is that he voted to 
eliminate $171 million in funding for 
school lunches and refused to 
protect Social Security from cuts 
that would have been imposed by 
the Balanced Budget Amendment 
and opposes an increase. Kasich, 
who makes $64 an hour, also op- 
poses an increase in minimum 
wage. 

Kasich, of course, didn't show 
up for the rally and the police pulled 
the plug on the protestors’ PA sys- 
tem, but the groups nonetheless 
got their point across, 

“Our basic agenda is to protest 
those outs that are going to severe- 
ly affect our works’ lives and jeop- 
ardize our workers’ safety,” said 
Patricia Brown, AFL-CIO com- 
munications director. 

The protestors contend that the 
"Contract With America" is a replay 
of the 1980s “Reaganomics” that 
provided tax breaks to the rich and 
sent the budget deficit soaring. 

"Trickle down economics didn't 
work in the '80s and it's not going 
to work in the '90s,” former City 


. Council candidate Lyn Greer said 


during the rally. 

"The Republicans say their 
agenda is about common sense. 
How much common sense does it 
take to know we-need to feed 
children?” Greer added as she pas- 
sionately addressed the crowd. "I 
don’t think the Democrats lost in 
November. We LET the 
Republicans win. We need to 
reclaim our party, reclaim the

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government and reclaim the na- 
tion." 


"We need to understand that 


power Is with the people, It's up to 
us to make a change. It's not about 
Black power, it's not about white 
power, it's about people power," 
said Otha Meadows of the Colum- 
bus Urban League 

David Regan, an organizer with 
District 1199, challenged Kasich to 
hold a town meeting and debate 
the budget cuts he’s supported. 
Regan used strong words to 
criticize the spending cuts Kasich 
says will balance the federal’s out- 
of-contro! budget deficit. "Anyone 
with common sense and a little 
skepticism knows those numbers 
don't work," said Regan. "He's 
either stupid or lying. | don'tthink 
he's stupid.” 

Hundreds of protestors also 
showed up at the State House on 
May 6 to participate in the National 
Day of Protests against the "Con- 
tract With America."

"The issue of public records 
destruction is no stranger to the 
Columbus Division of Police, In 
fact, the Division has been held in 
limbo for almost five years while the 
City of Columbus, the Fraternal 
Order of Police (FOP), and now 
Police Officers for Equal Rights 
(POER) argue the legality of public 
records destruction and differing 
interpretations of the Ohio Public 
Records Law 

Since 1990, the City Administra- 
tion and City Council have signed 
two FOP union contracts that re- 
quire the removal or destruction of 
certain public records according to 
a set schedule. The Division 
refrained from destructions while a 
grievance was arbitrated and two 
Common Pleas Court cases were 
brought to conclusion. After years 
of controversy, the final Common 
Pleas Court decisions concurred 
with the legality of public records

In response to 
POER's recent requests, the City 
Attorney's legal advisor to the 
Division of Police wrote that: 
‘Applying the language in Steck- 
man to internal affairs investiga- 
tions, it is clear they are not public 
records,’ Theretore, we did not 
release the records, The Ohio 
Supreme Court has now clarified 
the fact that the aforementioned 
case applies only to criminal, not 
internal affairs records. The 
Division will abide by that ruling. 

The Columbus Division of 
Police has always acted in good 
faith in regard to the release and 
disposal of public records and is 
committed to providing the public 
with any information to which they 
are lawtully entitled. The citizens 
can be assured that the Division 
will provide open access to public 
tecords and continue to use ex- 
treme caution when disposing of 
records scheduled by the Commis- 
sion for destruction,"
